bhuliteats, as they are commonly called here.
Yottr advice and polnters to the State Fish
commisslon wera certainly eflleacious  and
woell timed and they woulidl do well to fol-
low your smiggostions  The 1des of further
experiments with the detestable carp is ex-
tremely distastetul and Inndvimble, atd bull-
hetds, simply Iudicrous, The German carp
Is truly “‘the hog of the water,” an absolute
burlesque on game fish and a diggrace to the
table, while bullheads are too common and
vuligur to degerve any especlal attention, 1
am A farther and own a private fish pond,
which originally T had stocked with the
useless and repulsive carp, but I drained
my lake two vears ago Iast summer and al-
lowed It to remaln dry for soveral weaks,
unth 1 felt convinesd that the last of these
mul-burrowing carp had perfahed. My lake
o feil by two natural springs, but 1 changed
their channel off into a moddow until T got
ready to replenish my fish  pond  again,
When the oarp were first put in thin water
It was clear and pure as conlds be, but in a
single year's time these hogs of the witer
came protty nearly making a mud hole out
uf it. The deluded person who says the
warp s fit for anything but fertilizing pur-
poses hns no business on & etate fieh com-
misslon. They nre totally unfit for a white
man's table, and are abhout @de; Eamy as
wooden decoy ducks. Al of the farmers 1
know of who have fish ponds have leaig sloce
tiken a strong aversion to carp, and thelr
firther propagation should be vigorously die-
eonraged. They have alrendy socceeded In
multiplying In some of our larger lakes and
running streams, greatly to the detrimont of
all the natural game fgh, and to the su-

preme dlagusgt of every one who knows  or
cares pught for pisiculture. You hive the
endorsement of many Interested persons in

the couras you are taking, and sre urgently
requested to keep §t up. Nebraska wants no
mora carp, and she has more than her full
measure of bullheads, Let the commission
confined ita labors to  the propagation of in-
dginous game fish, base trout, eropple, plke,
plekerel and even the black sunflsh.—FPlgure

The prevailling idea that the main cause
for the annual decrease of wild fowl I8 the
wholesale harvesting of the eggs on the
breoding grounds In the far north by con-
sefeneeless market men has long been an ex-
ploded theory. The Forest and Stream made
a searching Investigatien and demonstrated
that this alleged cause was utterly without
foundation. There I8 no necessity to look
to the northern reglons for the cause of
the diminishment of our wild fowl. Tt is
too casily located between the parallel of
49 degrees and the gulf at any time between
March 10 and November 0. Both our spring
and fall sheoting seasons are too long and
should be shortened by legislative action,
and untll some such remedy Is made possi-
bl the birds will continue to grow less and
less with each recurring season.

Colonel J. J. Dickey, Mim Milwaukes Pres-
ton, Lafe United States Express Garner and
Archie Insurauce Love whiled away a couple
of days up at Sheehan's on Lake Washing-
ton last week. They =at down, bought a
stack of fish apiece—I mean they got down
to work early In the morning and never let
up until it was too dark to seo the corl.

It
has been tranelated to many langunges und
in the course of nearly 400 years, hos passed
through more than thirty-five editions. Smull-
pox wis known in Eogland in the thirteenth
eontury, and spread to Amerlea shon aftar
this eountry was sattled, It reached Moxico
in 1527, destroying an lnnense number of the
inhabitants, was equally fatal In Quito and
Brazil, Ieeland, in 1707, lost more than a
third of ita population, and in Greenland
in 1734, two-thirde of the peoples died. In
the century preceding the discovery of vies
cination, 1t 18 estimated that 50,000,000 people
dleid from it. It sparcd no rank or vun_dltluu
of life. Lauis XV died of 1t, and in Depp's
dinry we read that the duoke of Gloucester
died of it “through the negligones of the
doctors,””  Among the statisties of mortality
in different countries, we find that in France
